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PREFACE 


THE  Public  Archives  Commission  of  Delaware  takes  pleasure  in  submitting  the 
first  volumes  of  a  Series  of  State  Archives.     Because  of  the  demand  for  the 
information,  the  first  division  will  contain  Military  and  Naval  records  from 
the  earliest  Colonial  times  to  the  close  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion. 

The  Second  division  will  include  all  the  obtainable  records  of  the  general  history 
of  the  Colony. 

These  volumes  will  be  published  as  rapidly  as  the  State  legislature  recommends. 

FOREWORD  TO  VOLUMES  I  AND  II. 

The  plan  followed  throughout  these  volumes  is  to  publish  the  rolls  exactly  as 
they  are  found  in  the  originals,  with  the  addition  of  a  general  index  of  names. 

This  plan  has  been  strictly  adhered  to,  and  its  wisdom  is  proven  by  the  facility 
with  which  the  record  of  any  soldier  may  be  followed  throughout  his  entire  military 
career.  It  may  be  well  to  note  that  the  term  "Deserter"  is  often  found  applied  to  a 
soldier  whose  name  appears  again  in  the  rolls  later  on,  and  who  continued  to  serve  his 
country  valiantly.  This  is  explained  by  the  lax  discipline  of  the  army,  which  allowed 
a  man  to  resort  to  his  home  for  several  months  at  a  time  if  necessary. 

The  text  of  the  rolls  has  been  followed  exactly  in  all  instances,  regardless  of 
irregularities  of  spelling  or  punctuation.  In  most  cases  the  name  intended  is  quite 
evident,  despite  the  fact  that  it  is  badly  misspelled;  but  in  others  the  true  name 
cannot  be  guessed  even  after  a  phonic  pronunciation  has  been  tried. 

A  chronological  arrangement  has  been  followed  as  far  as  was  practicable.  Rolls 
of  the  Continental  troops  have  been  given  precedence  over  the  militia  lists.  It  is  a 
matter  for  regret  that  there  are  so  few  lists  of  colonial  companies;  and  that  more  rolls 
of  the  militia  organizations  of  the  two  lower  counties,  several  of  which  were  in  active 
service  at  Trenton,  Brandywine  and  elsewhere,  have  not  been  brought  to  light. 
A  list,  too,  of  the  sailors  on  one  or  both  of  the  State  schooners,  would  have  greatly 
increased  the  interest  of  the  work. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  volume  is  comprised  of  copies  of  the  original  rolls 
in  the  oflBce  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  at  Dover,  where  there  are  on  file  about  450  muster 
and  pay  rolls,  and  some  725  accounts,  receipts,  &c.     Footnotes  indicate  the  source 
of  all  other  lists.

"By  the  Honourable  George  Thomas,  Esquire,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Counties  of  Newcastle,  Kent  and  Sussex, 
on  Delaware. 

Whereas,  His  Majesty,  by  His  Orders  of  the  Ninth  of  April  last,  signified  unto  me 
by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  one  of  His  Majesty's  principal  Secretaries  of 
State,  hath  Impowered  and  Commanded  me  to  raise  a  Number  of  Men  in  the  Province 
under  my  Government,  for  an  Expedition  against  Canada;  These  are  in  His  Majesty's 
Name  to  authorize  and  Impower  you,  John  Shannon,  Esq.,  to  beat  up  for  Volunteers 
within  the  said  Government,  in  order  to  raise  a  Company,  which  is  to  consist  of  one 
hundred  men,  including  Four  Sergeants,  Four  Corporals,  and  Two  Drummers,  of  which 
you  are  to  be  Captain,  Provided  you  shall  compleat  your  Levy  in  time  for  Marching  the 
said  Company  to  Albany,  or  to  such  other  Place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Honour- 
able Brigadier  General  Gooch,  or  by  the  Commanding  Officer  for  the  time  being.

"INSTRUCTION  TO  JOHN  SHANNON,  ESQ.,  1746." 

"Pursuant  to  His  Majesty's  Orders,  you  will  herewith  receive  a  Warrant  for 
Raising  a  Company  of  one  hundred  men,  for  an  Expedition  against  Canada,  with  a 
Printed  Copy  of  the  Proclamation  Issued  by  me;  from  whence  you  may  certifie  what 
Encouragement  will  be  given  by  His  Majesty,  to  such  as  shall  engage  in  this  Service. 

You  are  likewise  hereby  authorized  to  assure  Them,  that  they  shall  receive  a 
Dollar  upon  Enlisting,  and  Three  Pistoles  in  Gold,  before  they  go  out  of  this  Province, 
for  the  Support  of  their  Families  in  their  Absence,  or  to  be  laid  out  in  such  other  manner 
as  they  shall  think  fit. 

You  are  to  Enlist  none  but  healthy,  able  body'd  men,  not  exceeding  forty-five 
years  of  Age,  and  of  a  good  Stature,  and  you  are  to  be  very  careful  that  they  be  not 
ruptured,  nor  under  any  other  bodily  Disorder,  which  may  be  an  Impediment  to  their 
Marching. 

You  are  to  take  especial  Care  not  to  receive  any  other  into  the  Service,  but 
Protestants,  and  such  as  will  take  the  Oath  prescribed  by  the  Articles  of  War,  and  you 
are  forthwith,  after  Enlisting,  to  carry  them  before  a  Magistrate  for  that  purpose. 

You  are  to  make  a  regular  Entry  of  the  name  of  every  Person  Enlisted,  his 
Highth,  Complexion,  Country,  &c.,  and  of  the  Day  upon  which  he  was  Qualified,  that 
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it  may  be  known  when  his  Pay  is  to  commence,  and  that  he  may  be  apprehended  and 
punished  in  case  of  Desertion. 

You  are  to  provide  Quarters  for  the  Men  Enlisted,  in  the  best  manner  you  can, 
until  they  shall  receive  marching  orders,  talcing  care  that  the  Expeuce  does  not  exceed 
the  King's  Substance,  which  is  sixpence  sterling  per  Diem  for  each  man. 

You  are,  during  their  continuance  in  Quarters,  to  Exercise  them  daily,  and  as  the 
time  may  be  too  short  for  perfecting  them  in  the  whole  Manual  Exercise  and  Evolutions, 
you  must  be  very  diligent  in  teaching  them  the  Facings,  Wheelings  and  Firings,  that 
they  may  Load  and  Fire  quick  and  regular.

PROVINCIAL  OFFICERS  AND  SOLDIERS. 
KING    GEORGE'S    WAR. 

The  Companies  commanded  by  Captains  Trent,  Shannon,  Deimer  and  Perry, 
were  recruited  under  authority  of  a  proclamation  issued  by  Governor  George  Thomas, 
dated  June  9, 1746,  reciting  the  King's  Order  of  the  ninth  of  April,  to  raise  four  hundred 
men  within  the  province  of  Pennsylvania,  to  be  employed  in  concert  with  the  regular 
forces  in  the  immediate  reduction  of  Canada. 

The  instructions  for  recruiting,  together  with  a  copy  of  Capt.  Shannon's  com- 
mission, will  be  found  in  Pa.  Archives,  First  Series,  Vol.  1,  pages  688,  689.  These 
companies  went  into  winter  quarters  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  1746-1747,  and  were  finally  dis- 
charged October  31,  1747,  "the  late  intended  expedition  against  Canada  having  been 
by  his  Majesty  laid  aside  for  the  present."

(In  December,  1747,  the  Assembly  having  made  no  provision  for  the  defence  of  the  City 
and  Province,  many  of  the  inhabitants  became  alarmed  and  voluntarily  entered  into  an 
association  for  defence.  Companies  were  formed,  which  proceeded  to  choose  officers, 
who  in  turn,  assembled  and  chose  their  superior  officers,  all  being  commissioned  by  the 
direction  of  the  Provincial  Council.  Col.  Records,  vol.  V.  pages  172,  174.  The  result 
of  this  movement  is  detailed  in  the  message  of  Anthony  Palmer,  President,  to  the  As- 
sembly dated  May  17,  1748:  "The  Province  which  very  lately  was  in  a  defenceless 
state,  is  now,  through  the  zeal  and  activity  of  some,  who  have  the  love  of  their  country 
sincerely  at  heart,  rendered  capable,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  of  defending  itself 
against  the  designs  of  our  enemies,  many  thousands  of  the  inhabitants  having  volun- 
tarily entered  into  the  most  solemn  engagements  for  that  purpose;  in  consequence 
whereof,  arms  have  been  provided,  and  every  one  appears  assiduous  in  qualifying  him- 
self for  the  defence  of  his  country.  They  have  likewise  at  considerable  expense,  erected 
batteries  on  the  River,  so  situated  and  of  such  strength  and  weight  of  metal,  as  to  render 
it  very  dangerous  for  an  enemy  to  attempt  the  bringing  any  ships  before  the  city.  We 
have  granted  commissions  to  such  general  and  other  officers,  as  have  from  time  to  time 
been  presented  to  us  for  that  purpose  by  the  Association.     Since  these  measures  tend  so 
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manifestly,  under  God,  for  the  security  of  this  Province,  the  preservation  of  its  metropo- 
lis, we  think  they  justly  deserve  the  assisstance  and  edcouragement  of  your  House."— 
Votes  of  Assembly,  vol.  IV,  page  72.)

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CAPT.  McCLUGHAN  TO  GOV.  DENNY. 

To  the  Honorable  William  Denny,  Esquire,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Counties  of  New  Castle,  Kent  and  Sussex,  upon  Delaware  and 
Province  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Address  and  Remonstrance  of  John  McClughan,  Captain  of  a  Company  of 
Foot,  in  the  service  of  the  said  counties.  Most  humbly  sheweth,  that  the  said  .John  Mc 
Clughan  held  the  Commission  of  a  Captain  of  a  Company  of  Foot,  in  the  service  of  the 
afs'd  Counties  during  the  last  campaign,  &  therein  behaved  himself  to  the  satisfaction 
of  his  superior  officers  and  without  any  just  Cause  of  Complaint  for  any  neglect  or 
Breach  of  Duty,  whatsoever.  That  after  the  Bill  for  raising  one  hundred  and  eighty 
men  for  the  service  of  this  year  had  passed  the  House,  it  was  given  out  your  Honor  would 
Commisionate  such  officers  to  command  the  Troops  afs'd  as  had  been  in  the  Pay  of  the 
said  Counties  &  behaved  well  the  year  preceeding,  and  after  them,  such  persons  as 
should  be  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  &  Representatives  of  the  respective 
Counties,  to  fill  up  the  Vacancies  which  should  remain,  if  any.  For  which  Reason  your 
Remonstrant  did  not  apply  for  any  Recommendation  to  your  Honor  or  for  a  Commis- 
sion, hoping  he  would  receive  an  offer  of  it  as  well  as  the  late  Major  Wells  &  Captain 
Gooding.  But  finding  that  was  not  done,  he  then,  and  not  till  then,  suggested  that  his 
Character  had  been  abused  and  his  Conduct  Misrepresented  to  your  Honor,  &  upon 
making  enquiry,  found  his  surmise  too  true;  Whereupon  on  the  eighth  day  of  May  last, 
he  waited  on  your  Honor  with  a  Recommendation  from  the  Representatives  &  one  of 
the  Commissioners  of  New  Castle  County,  to  beg  that  a  proper  enquiry  might  be  made 
into  his  Behaviour,  in  every  Respect,  during  the  Continuance  of  his  former  Commis- 
sion, but  could  not  have  the  Happiness  of  speaking  with  your  Honor  at  that  time.  He, 
therefore,  waited  upon  Colonel  Bouquet,  under  whose  immediate  Command  and  In- 
spection he  served  the  principal  part  of  the  Campaign,  and  afterwards  to  several 
other  officers  &  told  them  his  case,  and  had  the  Pleasure  of  perceiving  that  they  all 
looked  upon  his  Character  as  greatly  abused  and  his  Conduct  misrepresented,  & 
promised  to  do  him  justice  as  far  as  lay  in  their  Power,  for  the  regard  thay  had  to 
Truth  and  to  his  merit,  without  any  other  consideration. 

That  a  few  days  after,  he  had  the  satisfaction  of  hearing  from  Mr.  Secretary 
Peters  that  his  Character  was  cleared  from  the  aspersions  it  lay  under,  and  that  your 
Honor  was  so  well  pleased  with  his  conduct,  as  to  give  him  the  first  Commission  of  a 
Company  of  Foot,  in  the  service  of  the  Government  of  the  Lower  Counties  on  Dela- 
ware, and  he,  the  next  day,  received  the  same  accordingly  with  all  due  gratitude  to  your 
Honor,  as  well  for  the  pay  he  might  receive  from  such  a  Commission,  as  the  great  kind- 
ness done  to  his  Reputation,  thereby. 

That  your  said  Remonstrant  thereupon  inmiediately  returned  to  New  Castle 
and  applied  to  the  Commissioners  of  New  Castle  County  for  money  to  recruit  with, 
shewing  at  the  same  time  his  beating  Orders  and  Commission,  but  was  refused  by  one 
of  them  &  told  that  all  the  money  they  had  the  power  of  was  dispos'd  of  or  engaged  to 
three  other  gentlemen  who  had  beating  orders  in  said  County;  notwithstanding,  which 
Difficulty  and  many  more  your  Remonstrant  laboured  under,  &  which,  for  the  sake  of 
Brevity  only,  he  omits  mentioning  he  recruited  in  about  eight  days  twenty-eight  good 
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men  at  his  own  private  Expence,  who  were  received  and  approved  of  by  Mr.  Commis- 
sary Young,  and  that  in  a  Fortnight,  or  less  time  from  the  beginning,  he  is  well  assured 
he  could  have  raised  his  whole  Company  had  he  not  receiv'd  orders  by  the  s'd  Mr. 
Young,  from  your  Honor,  to  desist  inlisting  any  more  until  it  was  known  what  numbers 
were  raised. 

That  your  Remonstrant  not  only  paid  the  af's'd  Recruits,  by  him  raised,  the 
Bounty  of  Five  pounds  allow'd  by  the  Government,  but  also  to  many  of  them  his  own 
twenty  shillings,  and  to  most  of  them  half  that  sum;  and  by  Way  of  a  further  Encourage- 
ment, &  that  the  men  might  be  the  more  speedily  raised,  he  advanced  to  masters  for 
their  Servants  and  to  Creditors  for  their  Debtors,  which  he  inlisted  the  Sum  of  Forty- 
five  pounds  and  upwards. 

That  on  the  31st  Ult'o,  he  received  a  Letter  from  your  Honor,  dated' the  30th  of 
the  same  month,  wherein  your  Honor  is  pleased  to  inform  him  that  his  late  application 
had  thrown  everything,  with  respect  to  the  new  Levies,  into  Confusion,  as  all  the 
officers  had  beating  Orders  a  considerable  time  before  his  application  &  had  actually 
raised  their  men;  And,  therefore,  your  Honor,  in  the  most  kind  and  polite  manner,  re- 
quested him  to  resign  his  Commission,  as  your  Honor  apprehended  it  was  absoutely 
necessary  for  the  Service  of  the  Government,  and  on  that  Account  only  agreeable  to  you. 

Your  Remonstrant  also  receiv'd  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Joseph  Shippen,  Brigade 
Major,  dated  the  9th  Instant,  informing  him,  ''The  Governor  had  been  pleased  to  com- 
missionate  Messrs.  Battle,  Vanbebber  &  Wright,  Captains  of  the  Delawar  Govern- 
ment Companies,  &  that  it  was  his  Pleasure  he  should  deliver  over  the  men  he  had  raised 
to  the  Captains  Battle  and  Vanbebber,  so  as  to  complete  their  Companies  as  the  Gov- 
ernor has  ordered  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  Government  to  pay  to  him  the  raising 
these  men — the  Bounty,  Subsistance,  &  Inlistingmoney  agreeable  to  his  beating  orders." 

Upon  all  which  your  Remonstrant  humbly  begs  leave  to  observe.  That  as  he 
was  a  Captain  the  last  year,  and  behaved  well,  which  is  Confirmed  by  your  Honors 
giving  him  another  Commission;  As  he  is  the  only  Person  who  held  the  Rank  of  Cap- 
tain, the  last  Campaign,  that  applied  to  go  this  year,  in  the  Service  of  this  Govern- 
ment, as  your  honor  was  pleased  to  say  such  officers  who  had  behaved  well  should  be 
preferred  this  year,  and  provided  for  before  any  others  and  also  that  the  Representatives 
and  Commissioners  of  each  County  should  be  permitted  to  recommend  such  Persons 
for  officers  as  they  most  approved  of,  as  the  Representatives  and  Commissioners  for 
New  Castle  County,  never  recommended  any  other  person  for  Captain  but  him,  the 
said  John  McClughan,  as  he  is  advised,  as  he  was  the  first  who  had  your  Honor's  Com- 
mission as  such,  as  he  had  so  many  Difficulties  to  encounter  &  notwithstanding  raised 
so  many  men  in  so  short  a  time,  and  for  which  he  could  have  no  other  Inducement  than 
the  Honor  of  the  Government  and  the  hopes  of  meriting  fully  the  Commission  he  had 
obtained  from  your  Honor,  and  having  an  opportunity  of  reimbursing  himself  again  and 
receiving  the  Bounty  and  Pay  of  a  Captain  during  the  Campaign,  as  the  other  Gentle- 
men whom  your  Honor  has  appointed  Captains,  were  all  subalterns  the  last  year,  and 
Mr.  Wright,  Lieutenant  to  the  s'd  John  McClughan,  as  his  late  application  is  fully  ac- 
counted for,  and  Commissions  in  the  army  have  been  always  granted  during  good 
Behaviour,  your  Remonstrant  humbly  conceives  he  has  a  kind  of  legal  Right  to  your 
Honor's  Favor  and  to  have  the  Command  of  the  Troops  of  said  Counties  during  this 
Campaign,  and  that  any  of  the  other  officers  should  rather  resign  than  him,  and  there- 
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fore  your  Remonstrant  humbly  hopes  that  your  Honor  will  be  pleased  to  take  the  Prem- 
isses into  your  serious  Consideration,  and  he  makes  no  doubt  but  your  Honor  will  still 
continue  your  Favor  towards  him  and  Do  him  that  Justice  your  Honor  must  think  he 
desevedly  is  intitled  to.

That  the  pay  of  the  Officers  and  privates  be  as  follows,  viz.  a  captain  @  20 
dollars  per  mouth;  a  lieutenant  @  13^  dollars;  a  serjeant  @  8  dollars;  a  corporal  @  7 J 
dollars;  drummer  or  (trumpeter)  @  7j  doll:  privates  @  6f  dollars;  to  find  their  own 
arms  and  cloaths.

7  You  are  to  take  Notice  that  the  Muster-Master  appointed,  is  to  inspect  your  Men  and 
reject  such  as  do  not  answer  to  your  Instructions. 

8  You  shall  be  allowed  seven  shillings  and  six  Pence  for  each  Man  you  inlist  who  shall 
be  past  on  Inspection  as  Effective,  besides  the  Subsist-Money  before,  and  your  Pay.

"This  may  certify  that  Colo.  Samuel  Patterson,  The  Rev'd  Samuel  Eakin,  James 
Lucas,  John  Watson,  James  Tate,  Edward  Duff,  William  Millan,  Thomas  Kean,  James 
Dunn,  &  William  Moody,  were  residents  of  New  Castle  County  in  the  year  1776,  and 
1777  and  received  that  money  which  appears,  by  this  account  to  have  been  due  to  them, 
from  the  Trustee  of  the  Loan  OflBce  of  New  Castle  County,  and  that  the  vouchers  for 
payment  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  on  the  12th  day  of  September  1777,  together 
with  the  money  due  to  Rob't  Hodgson  &  H.  Neill,  as  by  Gen,  Patterson'  Affidavitt, 
reference  being  thereunto  had,  may  fully  appear.  It  is  also  presumed  that  the  original 
muster-rolls,  settled  by  the  Delaware  State,  from  ?  (torn)  being  deposited  with  the  public 
papers  at  New  Castle,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  at  the  same  time; — as  not  one 
of  them  can  now  be  had,  and  only  some  certified  copies  have  been  preserved  by  some 
of  the  Captains,  which  are  herewith  transmitted." 

This  is  a  copy  of  an  old  paper  which  was  wrapped  around  a  batch  of  Vouchers 
to  the  Account  of  Joshua  Clayton,  Esq.  State  Treas.  The  handwriting  is  that  of 
Elaezer  McComb,  Auditor  of  Accounts.  As  all  the  men  mentioned  were  members  of 
the  "Flying  Camp"  Battalion,  it  is  very  probable  that  the  Muster  Rolls  referred  to  as 
being  captured  by  the  British,  were  the  Rolls  of  that  Battalion.     No  date  appears.

Agreeable  to  order,  Congress  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  report  of  the  Board  of  War;  and,  after  some  time,  the  president 
resumed  the  chair,  and  Mr.  (Thomas)  Nelson  reported,  the  committee  have  had  under 
consideration  the  report  of  the  Board  of  War,  and  have  made  sundry  amendments, 
which  they  ordered  him  to  lay  before  Congress : 

Congress  then  took  into  consideration  the  report  of  the  Board  of  War,  with  the 
amendments  offered  by  the  committee  of  the  whole;  and,  thereupon,  came  to  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : 

That  eighty-eight  batallions  be  inlisted  as  soon  as  possible,  to  serve  during  the 
present  war,  and  that  each  state  furnish  their  respective  quotas  in  the  following  pro- 
portions, viz. 

New  Hampshire, 3  batallions.     Delaware,  ' 1  batallion. 

Massachusetts  Bay, 15  do.            Maryland, 8  do. 

Rhode  Island, 2  do.           Virginia, 15  do. 

Connecticut, 8  do.           North  Carolina, 9  do. 

New  York, 4  do.           South  Carolina 6  do. 

New  Jersey, 4  do.           Georgia, 1  do. 

Pensylvania, 12  do. 

That  twenty  dollars  be  given  as  a  bounty  to  each  non-commissioned  officer  and 
private  soldier,  who  shall  inlist  to  serve  during  the  present  war,  unless  sooner  discharged 
by  Congress: 

That  Congress  make  provision  for  granting  lands,  in  the  following  proportions: 
to  the  officers  and  soldiers  who  shall  so  engage  in  the  service,  and  continue  therein  to  the 
close  of  the  war,  or  until  discharegd  by  Congress,  and  to  the  representatives  of  such 
officers  and  soldiers  as  shall  be  slain  by  the  enemy: 

Such  lands  to  be  provided  by  the  United  States,  and  whatever  expence  shall  be 
necessary  to  procure  such  land,  the  said  expence  shall  be  paid  and  borne  by  the  states 
in  the  same  proportion  as  the  other  expences  of  the  war,  viz. 

To  a  colonel  500  acres;  to  a  lieutenant  colonel  450;  to  a  major,  400;  to  a  captain, 
300;  to  a  lieutenant,  200;  to  an  ensign,  150;  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  soldier, 
100: 

That  the  appointment  of  all  officers,  and  filling  up  vacancies,  (except  general 
officers)  be  left  to  the  governments  of  the  several  states,  and  that  every  state  provide 
arms,  cloathing,  and  every  necessary  for  its  quota  of  troops,  according  to  the  foregoing 
estimate:  The  expence  of  the  cloathing  to  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  soldiers 
as  usual: 
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That  all  officers  be  commissioned  by  Congress : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  states,  that  they  take  the  most  speedy  and 
effectual  measures  for  inlisting  their  several  quotas: 

That  the  money  to  be  given  for  bounties  be  paid  by  the  pay  master  in  the  depart- 
ment where  the  soldier  shall  inlist: 

That  each  soldier  receive  pay  and  subsistence  from  the  time  of  their  inlistment.

Sir, 

Inclosed  I  transmit  your  Excellency  a  Return  of  the  Detachment  of  the  Regi- 
ment, under  my  Command,  which  (although  small)  have  had  an  Active  share  in  reduc- 
ing the  two  Ports  of  York,  and  Gloucester,  being  detach'd  to  the  Artillery,  and  having 
done  duty  with  them  during  the  Operations  here. 

In  my  last  to  the  President  of  the  State,  which  I  sent  from  Baltimore,  was  in- 
closed a  Return  of  the  Clothing  wanting  for  the  Detachment — Having  received  no  an- 
swer, I  am  obliged  to  repeat  my  Requests,  the  men  being  entirely  naked — In  my  whole 
Command  I  have  not  one  Waistcoat,  One  good  shirt,  or  One  pair  of  good  Overalls,  and 
am  also  in  great  want  of  about  Fifty  Blankets,  and  Fifteen  Coats — ^for  Want  of  Body 
shirts,  they  have  been  obliged  to  wear  their  Hunting  Shirts,  these,  with  the  others  are 
also  wore  out,  and  now  they  have  no  alternative  but  nakedness — ^Their  Overalls  being 
also  worn  out,  makes  their  nakedness  the  more  general — ^I  have  not  more  than  twenty 
men  who  can  do  duty — ^The  sick  absent,  and  present,  are  rendered  unable  for  Duty,  for 
the  above  want,  and  I  expect,  at  least  Two  Thirds  of  them,  will  be  obliged  to  go  to  the 
Hospital,  with  Sickness,  occasioned  by  their  ragged  situation. — In  my  last  I  mentioned 
the  impossibility  of  procuring  a  supply  from  the  Continental  Store,  and  urged,  in  the 
most  pressing  terms)  the  Articles  mentioned  in  my  Return,  being  procured,  and  for- 
ward^ on  immediately,  by  one  of  the  Subaltern  OflBcers  in  the  State;  I  should  wish 
this  mode  still  to  be  pursued,  as  on  the  March  to  Carolina  almost  all  my  Men  will  be 
left  in  Hospitals  which  when  releived  by  warm  clothing,  will  be  able  to  pursue  their 
march — ^The  Collection  of  them,  would  also  be  a  necessary  Duty  for  an  Officer,  and  its 
out  of  my  own  Power  to  leave  one  on  that  Duty — I  should  send  a  Return  of  what  Arti- 
cles are  wanting,  but  a  Return  of  their  numbers  will  serve  the  same  purpose,  as  One 
Waistcoat  woolen.  Two  Good  Shirts,  One  Pair  of  Woolen  Overalls,  one  pair  of  Socks, 
and  one  pair  of  Shoes,  are  wanting  for  each  man — besides  the  blankets  and  coats  men- 
tioned before — 

The  weather  being  tolerably  warm,  since  our  arrival  in  this  State,  has  favor'd 
the  Men  much,  but  the  cold  season  has  now  come  on,  and  I  much  dread  the  Conse- 
quences of  it — 

I  hope  the  Finances  of  the  State,  will  admit  the  purchasing  a  Relief,  for  which, 
I'm  convinced  it  cant  be  better  Apply'd,  or  do  more  Service — The  men  look  up  to  the 
State,  in  their  Distressed  Situation,  for  Relief,  I  hope  they  may  not  be  disappointed — 
They  are  good  Men,  and  will  make,  with  kind  treatment,  good  Soldiers — but  in  their 
present  State,  little  can  be  expected,  from  Men,  who  are  naked,  and  full  of  Vermin, 
and  have  not  an  immediate  prospect  of  a  Relief — 

It  would  have  given  me  great  pleasure  could  I  have  assured  your  Excellency,  that

Camp  Ashley  River  July  8th  1782 

Sir, 

I  have  the  Pleasure  to  congratulate  you  on  the  Evacuation  of  the  Garrison  of 
Savannah  which  took  Place  a  few  days  ago.  The  Conjectures  concerning  their  Des- 
tination, are  various,  however,  from  the  last  Accounts,  from  town.  We  are  induced  to 
believe,  they  will  be  equally  divided,  between  the  Garrisons  of  Charleston,  Jamaica, 
and  Augustine.  We  enjoy  ourselves  much  on  the  Prospects  of  their  leaving  this  Garri- 
son also,  but  whether  its  real,  or  imaginary  I  can't  pretent  to  ascertain;  This  only  I'll 
say,  their  Preparations,  and  Movements,  seem  to  indicate  it — Our  Army  moved  down 
below  this  Place  yesterday,  and  lies  on  Mr.  Cattells  Estate,  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Riv- 
er, Sixteen  Miles  from  Town;  The  Infantry,  have  laid  here  some  time,  and  have  been 
erecting  a  floating  bridge  which,  when  compleated,  will  effectually  prevent  the  Enemy's 
making  any  Excursions  in  the  Country — ^The  Army  in  general,  has  been,  and  is  sickly, 
and  am  afraid,  will  increase  as  the  fall  months  are  pregnant  with  bilious  Diseases — Our 
men  have  been,  and  remain  tolerably  healthy,  indeed  more  so  than  any  in  the  Army — 
We  still  remain  with  the  light  Troops,  composed  of  Coll.  Lee's  Legion,  the  3d  Rigi- 
ments  of  Dragoons,  with  a  Detachment  of  100  men  from  the  Army  the  whole  under  the 
Command  of  Brigr  Genl  Gist. 

Thursday  last  being  the  Anniversary  of  our  glorious  Independance  was  held  in 
Commemoration  by  the  Army's  firing  a  feudejoy. 

The  field  ofiicers,  on  that  day  dined  with  his  Excellency  Governor  Mathews, 
while  the  inferior  ofiicers  had  a  Repast  at  Head  Quarters — I  shall  make  no  Animadver- 
sions, on  the  Operations  of  the  day;  but  assure  you,  that  the  Day  was  spent  in  Mirth, 
Peace,  friendship,  and  Harmony;  the  whole  retiring  at  night,  socially  drunk.  I  wrote 
your  Excellency,  a  month  ago,  and  in  my  letter  inclosed  the  Monthly  Returns,  for  April, 
and  May,  with  the  names  of  the  Officers  and  Men,  who  are  in  the  State,  and  not  to  be 
accounted  for  in  the  Returns  here — ^This  letter  was  carried  by  a  Mr.  Lovell,  of  Coll. 
Lee's  Legion,  who  after  going  to  Santee,  returned  and  of  Consequence  the  Letters  with 
him — ^The  whole  you  will  find  inclosed  in  this,  and  should  have  been  glad,  they  had 
arrived  in  their  proper  time — It  has  been  my  wish  to  transmit  those  Returns  monthly, 
but  the  Difficulty  of  Conyevance  prevents  it — ^You  may  be  assured,  that  no  Opportunity 
shall  be  lost  in  acquainting  you  of  our  Strength  and  Situation — 

By  your  Letter  of  November,  you  mentioned  the  Appointments  of  Mr.  Vaughan, 
and  Doctor  Piatt,  to  Commissions  in  the  Regt. 

That  for  Mr.  Vaughan,  I've  been  expecting  daily,  but  as  it  is  not  yet  come,  &  perhaps 
not  yet  started  from  the  State,  I  would  be  much  obliged  to  you  to  have  his  Commission 
as  a  Lieut,  made  out,  and  sent  on  as  he  is  entitled  to  it  from  the  Date  of  his  Appoint- 
ment as  Ensign,  the  Regiment  having  at  that  vacancies  for  two,  or  three  Lieutenants.

Nothing  of  consequence  has  transpired  since  my  last,  dated  from  this  Place — 
In  it,  I  mentioned  the  Evacuation  of  Savannah — ^This  day,  the  Troops  from  that  Place, 
under  Genl  Wayne,  arrived  in  Camp — ^We  have  at  present  the  most  flattering  Prospect 
of  entering  Charlistown  shortly — and  are  confirmed  in  this  opinion  every  hour,  by  the 
Inhabitants,  who  are  coming  out  in  very  great  numbers,  to  seek,  and  plead  Protection 
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from  their  Country — ^This  the  most  of  them  receive,  from  their  Penitency,  and  by 
swearing  strict  Aggegiance  are  pardoned,  and  received  as  Regained  Sheep — ^I  can't 
ascertain  the  exact  Time  of  their  Departure  but  its  expected,  it  will  take  Place  by  the 
middle  of  next  month.  They  only  wait  the  Arrival  of  a  fleet  of  transports  from  New 
York  to  convey  them,  which  they  expect  every  hour — Its  reported  from  head  Quarters, 
that  when  this  event  takes  Place,  the  Army  will  take  Post  on  the  Sea  Islands,  to  refresh, 
till  the  first  of  October,  when  we  will  take  up  our  March  for  the  Northward. 

If  this  be  the  case,  I  expect,  the  Regiment  will  see  the  State,  in  triumph,  yet  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  Winter — Our  Army  continues  very  sikly,  but  very  little  mortality — 
my  officers  are  all  almost  poorly — The  men  are  the  heartiest  in  the  Army,  altho  they 
do   the   severest   Duty. 

Inclosed  I  send  your  Excellency  my  last  Monthly  Return,  by  which  you  may  see,  we 
lose  none 

I  hope  this  may  continue,  till  I  see  the  State,  when  I  expect  some  notice  will  be  taken  of 
those  brave  fellows,  who  have  lent  their  Aid  in  supporting  the  Character  of  the  State.

Hall's  Company.  On  the  same  Arrangement  an  additional  company  was  formed  and 
Captain  Moore  was  given  command  of  the  sixth  company  (so  ranked  in  the  general  pay 
rolls)  which  he  retained  until  June  1779,  when  Jno.  Willson  became  its  captain.

At  the  end  of  that  month,  probably  owing  to  the 
disbanding  of  the  Light  Infantry  Company,  the  ninth  Company  was  discontinued,  and 
the  men  were  probably  absorbed  by  the  other  Companies  on  this  new  Arrangement.

will  move  last  and  cover  the  Bagadge,  Stores,  &c.  a  gill  of  rum  or  whiskey  is  to  be  served 
out  to  each  man  who  as  not  allredy  that  allowence,  Gen'I  Macksfields  light  corps  will 
remain  at  Chester,  colect  all  the  straglers  they  cann  and  to  morrow  morning  follow  the 
army.  The  Director  of  the  Hospitall  will  see  that  all  sick  and  wounded  are  sent  to 
trenton  in  duing  this  Gen'I  Maxfield  will  give  them  all  necessary  assistence — ^The 
Gen'I  expects  that  each  Regimt?  or  officer  Commandg  a  Brigade  will  immediately 
make  the  most  exact  returns  of  their  killed  wounded  and  missing. — After  Orders  the 
officers  are  without  loss  of  time  to  see  that  their  men  are  with  ammunition — that  their 
arms  are  in  the  best  order  the  inside  of  them  washed  clean  and  well  dried  the  toucholes 
picked  and  a  good  flint  in  each  gun.  the  strictest  attention  is  expected  will  be  paid  to 
this  order,as  the  officers  must  be  sensible  that  their  own  honour  the  safty  of  the  soldiers 
and  success  of  the  Cause  depends  absolutely  upon  a  careful  execution  of  it.  The  Com- 
manding officer  of  each  regemt  is  to  endevour  to  procure  such  necessarys  as  are  wanting 
for  his  men — an  exact  return  of  the  state  of  each  regemt  to  be  made  immediately —

RECRUITING  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  LIEUT.  HUGH  ROE— VIZ: 

You  are  hereby  Authorized  to  inlist  in  any  of  the  United  States  of  America  all  such  able 
bodied  freemen  as  are  willing  to  enter  into  the  service  and  pay  of  the  States  in  the  charac- 
ter of  a  soldier,  being  within  the  descriptions  and  upon  the  conditions  hereafter  annex- 
ed:— 

First — You  are  to  inlist  none  but  freemen  above  the  age  of  seventeen  and  under 
that  of  Fifty,  of  sufficient  Statue  and  ability  of  body  to  discharge  all  the  offices  of  a 
private  soldier,  to  be  free  from  lameness  or  other  bodily  infirmaties  that  may  render 
them  incapable  of  supporting  the  fatigues  of  a  Camp. 

Secondly. — ^You  are  not  to  inlist  any  Deserter  from  the  Army  of  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  or  any  persons  of  disaffected  or  suspicious  principles  with  respect  to  the 
American  Cause. — 

Thirdly. — ^You  are  to  inlist  them  to  serve  during  the  present  War  with  Great 
Britain,  or  for  three  years  unless  sooner  discharged  by  proper  authority. — 

Fourthly. — Every  Soldier  inlisted  as  soon  as  may  be  to  be  engaged  before  some 
Peace  Officer,  Judge  Advacate  or  some  of  his  Deputies,  agreeable  to  the  Section  of  the 
Articles  of  War:  every  person  so  engaged  to  be  Mustered  before  the  Muster  ^Master 
General  or  some  of  his  Deputies,  if  they  are  within  a  reasonable  distance,  if  not,  before 
some  Major  General,  Brigadier  or  Colonel  commanding  a  Brigade:  a  Surgeon  to  be 
present.  All  the  charges  and  expences  for  every  Soldier  inlisted  that  does  not  pass 
Muster  for  defects  pointed  out  in  these  instructions  shall  be  paid  by  the  Officer  that 
engaged  them. 

You  are  authorized  and  impowered  to  give  as  a  reward  and  promise  in  behalf  of  the 
publick  as  an  incouragement  to  every  non-commissioned  Officer  and  Soldier  that  shall 
inlist,  over  and  above  the  pay  and  provisions,  always  allowed,  that  they  shall  receive  a 
Bounty  of  Twenty  Dollars  and  a  suits  of  cloaths,  the  Cloaths  to  be  given  annually  as 
long  as  they  continue  in  the  service. — ^And  at  the  end  of  three  years  or  the  end  of  the 
war,  every  private  or  non-commissioned  Officer  that  completed  his  services  agreeable 
to  his  engagements,  shall  be  entitled  to  One  Hundred  Arces  of  Land.  Those  that  Die 
or  are  Killed  in  the  service,  their  Legal  Representatives  are  to  be  entitled  to  the  same. — 
As  a  further  encouragement  you  are  hereby  authorized  to  promise  that,  all  that  are 
unfortunately  maimed  in  the  Service  and  rendered  incapable  of  getting  a  support,shall 
receive  half  pay  during  their  natural  lives — agreeable  to  the  Resolves  of  Congress  in 
that  case  made  and  provided.

Sir, 

I  am  in  hopes  that  the  Legislature  of  your  State  have  fallen  upon  some  mode  to 
fill  up  the  Battalion  allotted  to  it,  against  the  ensuing  Campaign.  If  they  have  not  I 
beg  leave  to  remind  you  how  short  the  time  is  from  hence,  to  that  in  which  we  ought  to 
be  in  the  Field.  The  advantages  that  will  arise  from  our  being  able  to  begin  our  Opera- 
tions before  the  Enemy  are  reinforced,  are  too  obvious  to  need  recapitulating  and  I 
have  therefore  wrote,  in  the  most  pressing  manner,  to  every  State,  to  endeavour  to 
send  their  Quota  of  men  as  nearly  compleat  and  as  early  as  possible. 

The  Regiment  of  your  State  is  at  present  with  Gen'l  Smallwood  at  Wilmington, 
and  you  will  therfore  be  pleased  to  apply  to  him  for  a  Return,  from  which  you  will 
see  the  Deficiency  in  point  of  Numbers.  If  you  should  not  have  already  adopted  some 
mode  of  raising  your  Men,  I  think  you  will  find  it  in  vain  to  attempt  to  do  it  by  any 
other  Means  than  those  of  Drafting.  I  am  told  that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  have 
passed  a  Law  to  draft  their  Men.  I  have  not  seen  it,  but  am  convinced  if  the  Practice 
was  universal  that  the  People  would  not  complain. 
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It  has  been  recommended,  by  Congress,  to  every  State  to  cloath  their  own 
Quota  of  their  Troops  as  far  as  they  may  be  able,  and  make  it  a  Continental  charge.  I 
am  certain  that,  with  proper  exertions,  it  may  be  done  by  the  middle  and  northern 
States  very  nearly  by  their  own  internal  Manufacture;  but  least  that  should  not  be 
sufficient,  the  Continental  Agents  will  continue  to  import  and  to  purchase  from  private 
Adventurers  all  kinds  of  Goods  proper  for  the  Use  of  the  Army.  Considering  the 
many  impediments  that  lay  in  the  Way  of  foreign  Importations  we  ought  to  put  as 
little  dependence  as  possible  upon  that  source,  especially  for  the  Articles  of  Shoes  and 
Stockings  of  which  there  is  the  greatest  Consumption  and  for  want  of  a  regular  supply 
of  which  our  Soldiers  suffer  amazingly.

The  Council  taking  into  Consideration  the  Resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
25th  of  February  last,  for  compleating  of  the  Delaware  Regiment,  And  it  appearing, 
that  the  deficiency  in  the  number  therein  mentioned,  hath  not  as  yet  been  made  up,  and 
that  the  time  limited  in  the  said  Resolves  for  the  Premium  to  the  Recruiting  OflBcers, 
and  the  Additional  Bounty  to  each  Soldier  enlisted,  expired  on  the  1st  of  this  instant: 
Therefore 

Resolved 

That  the  Premium  and  Bounty  allowed  to  the  Officer  and  Soldier  as  mentioned 
in  the  said  Resolves,  be  continued  until  the  first  day  of  July  next.

I  am  sorry 
that  it  appears  by  the  Muster  Roll  that  so  many  have  deserted,  twelve  of  them  are  of 
the  men  delivered  by  the  heads  of  Classes.  I  heard  of  six  of  them  yesterday,  that  I 
expect  will  be  brought  in,  in  the  course  of  a  few  day.  We  have  oflFered  a  Reward  of 
three  pounds  in  spece  for  each  of  them.  We  are  and  have  been  much  at  a  loss  for  want 
of  money,  but  I  hope  that  evil  will  soon  be  remedied  as  I  have  got  the  Delinquent 
Classes  Collected  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Magistrates,  for  the  Purpose  of  Recover- 
ing the  amount  of  them.

Whereas  it  appears  by  Returns  of  the  Delaware  Regiment,  that  it  is  greatly  deficient 
in  numbers  of  men,  and  it  becomes  the  duty  of  this  State  to  have  said  Regiment  recruited 
to  its  full  Compliment :  therefore  Resolved  that  every  able  bodied  eflfective  white  man 
not  being  a  Deserter  from  the  British  Army  who  shall  Voluntaryly  inlist  him  self  to 
serve  as  a  Soldier  in  the  Delaware  Regiment  During  the  continuance  of  the  present 
War,  shall  be  intitled  to  receive  from  the  Officer  herein  after  appointed  to  superintend 
the  Recruiting  Service  in  this  State  the  sum  of  Nine  Pounds  in  Specie,  as  a  Bounty. 
That  the  Officer  hereinafter  Appointed  for  the  purpose  afsd  shall  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  three  pounds  in  Specie  for  every  such  man  by  him  inlisted  to  serv^e  as  a  Soldier  in  the

*  John  Caton  an  Apprentice  to  Col :  Charles  Pope  was  inlisted  by  Col :  Saml.  West  & 
brot  before  me  to  be  mustered  &c.  On  my  inquiry  if  his  master  was  satisfied  Col. 
West  informed  that  he  had  reason  to  believe  his  master  woud  not  object  to  his  going  into 
the  service,  the  boy  was  mustered  &"  sent  to  quarters,  but  I  declined  giving  a  receipt  to 
Col.  West  till  I  saw  or  heard  from  Col.  Pope.  In  one  or  two  days  after,  Col.  Pope  came 
down  to  Dover,  &  took  home  his  boy.  I  wrote  immediately  to  Col.  West  that  contrary 
to  his  expectations  Col.  Pope  was  unwilling  to  part  with  his  boy,  that  it  was  the  better 
opinion  the  law  woud  not  warrant  the  inlisting  servants  or  apprentices  without  consent 
of  their  masters,  which  made  it  necessary  for  him,  to  look  another  man  for  his  Class. 
After  the  2d  of  Apl:  I  sent  to  Col.  West  for  his  Class  list  as  my  guide  to  collect 
the  tax;  &  received  for  answer  that  he  inlisted  his  man,  collected  part  of  the  money 
and  intended  to  collect  the  remainder. — ^Thus  the  matter  stands.  Col.  Pope  has  his  Boy, 
and  Col:  West  the  money  arising  from  the  tax  of  his  Class. — 
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I  Darius  Burns  about  three  weeks  after  he  inlisted  was  .sued  by  a  certain  Joseph 
Meeks,  for  fifteen  bushl.  of  Indian  corn,  and  for  want  of  security  went  to  finuA,  where 
he  remains  to  this  day.

Whereas  it  appears  by  a  letter  from  the  War  Office,  dated  the  3d  Day  of  January 
last,  that  the  late  Arrangement  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  which  was  to  take  Place 
on  the  first  Day  of  the  said  Month  in  pursuance  of  the  Resolution  of  Congress  of  the  7th 
of  August  last,  is  suspended  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  this  State  until  the  first  day  of 
March  next,  upon  condition,  that  a  positive  Assurance  be  given  that  an  Augmentation 
will  be  given  to  the  said  Regiment  on  or  before  the  said  Day.

That  the  President  or  Commander  in  Chief  be  and  he  is  hereby  impowered  to 
write  to  the  Secretary  at  War  informing,  that  this  State  will  engage  to  complete  the 
Delaware  Regiment  to  four  Companies  by  the  twenty-fifth  Day  of  March  next. 

That  Captain  James  Moore  be  directed  forthwith  to  proceed  to  the  inlisting  of 
fifty  four  men  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  Delaware  Regiment  to  four  Companies, 
in  which  business  he  shall  govern  himself  in  all  things  agreeable  to  the  Resolutions  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  13th  of  November  1781,  and  5th  of  February  178'-2,  except 
so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  Bounty  allowed  to  each  Recruit,  which  shall  be  the  sum 
of  six  Pounds,  and  no  more,  and  the  said  James  Moore  shall  be  intitled  to  the  same  Re- 
wards and  Emoluments  for  this  service  as  are  specified  in  the  said  Resolutions. 

That  the  President  or  Commander  in  Chief  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to 
draw  his  Orders  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  from  Time  to  Time  in  Favor  of  the 
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said  James  Moore  for  such  sums  of  Money  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  said  Re- 
cruiting service,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  and  Fifty  Pounds. 

And  whereas  it  hath  been  represented  that  a  number  of  Deserters  from  the 
Delaware  Regiment  have  signified  their  Desire  to  pay  such  sums  of  Money  for  their 
Discharge  therefrom  as  will,  in  the  Opinion  of  the  General  Assembly,  be  suflBcient  to 
procure  substitutes  to  serve  in  the  said  Regiment.

Dear  Sir: 

A  Number  of  your  Officers  having  unfortunately  fallen  in  the  hands  of  the 
Enemy  in  the  Action  of  the  16th  ultimo,  remain  prisoners  of  War;  and  having  lost  all 
their  baggage  are  in  the  greatest  want  of  Clotahs  and  money  to  support  them. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  OflScers  and  men  of  this  Regiment, 
with  the  whole  of  the  Regular  Troops  behav'd  with  that  firmness  and  Intrepidity 
which  would  have  ensured  us  a  Compleat  Victory,  had  not  the  scandalous  conduct  of  the 
Militia,  left  us  to  oppose  the  Torrent  of  superior  numbers;  the  particulars  of  which  I 
beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  Captain  McKennan  who  waits  on  you  for  your  Assistance  in 
procuring  Cash  and  other  necessaries  to  render  the  situation  of  the  Prisoners  comfort- 
able. 
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Mr.  Roche,  Pay  Master  being  amongst  the  Prisoners,  Mr.  Quenouault  is  ap- 
pointed to  do  the  duty  in  his  stead,  and  will  wait  on  your  Excellency  in  a  few  days  for 
Cloathing  and  stores  for  such  of  the  Troops  as  remain  with  the  Brigade.  The  loss  of 
Men  will  render  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  Brigade  and  incorporate  the  whole  into  one 
Regiment,  of  which  your  Troops  will  form  two  Companies.  The  Supernumerary 
Officers  in  this  case  will  be  ordered  to  the  Delaware  State  to  be  employ 'd  in  such  manner 
as    you    may    direct.
